Admiration at 8t. Petershinrg for the
herpic defense 18 mingled with wondey
hew General Stoessel continued to hide
the true coudition of the foriress so
leng from the world,

Emperor Nicholas has granted (len-
eral Stoesscl's request that his oflcers
be allowed to give their parole,

To Russin fov the mwoment the people
aeei to have forgotten all thelr Jdiffer-
enees o the commmon grief,

The emperor arvived here today, and
a evuncil of his advisers was held -
mediately. Much as the sitnation Is
eomplicated by agitation at home, the
war party seems still completely in the
ascent, and the indications are the em-
peror's advisers are practicully unani-
mous that Russin's prestige abroad
and the security of the dynnsty at
home muke it impossible for Russia to
necept o humllinting peace dictated by
Fapun as the congueror,

While the general lmpression is that
peace at this stnge is impossible, there
ahways Is the possibllity In autocratie
government that the unexpected may
happen. The suggestion that President
Roosevelt wonld be willing to tender
the good otfices of the Awmerlean gov-
arpment in case Russin intimoted that
It will be acceptable has aroused a
moxi friendly feeling in St. Petersburg
townril the Unlted States, but from of-
ficial sources 1t is learned that Russia
ean zive no such intimation and will
continue to refuse anything except di-
rect propossls from Jupan.

All Rtussian ‘soldlers, marines, volun-
beers, algo government officinls at the
garrison aud harbor of I'ort Arthur are
to be held prisoners of war for future
disposal.

All forts, Latterles, warships, other
sbips and bonts, arms, ammunition,
Rorses, all materinls for hostlle use,
government buildings and all objects
belonging to the Russian government
shall be translerridd to the Japuanese
prmy In thelr existing condition

The men garvisoning the forts and
the batteries on Btse mountain, Sung-
sbu wountiin, Antse mountain and the
Bue of amloences southenst therelrom
shiall be removed Ly noon of Jan, 3,
und the same shall be transferred to
the Japancye nrmy,

The Russlao milltary and naval aus
thovities shall prepare and transfer to
the Japanese army n (uble showlng the
fortitentlons of 'ort Arthur and their
pespective positlons aod maps showlng
thee loeation of mines, andericonnd anid
milonurine, nmd )l other dangerons aly-
Jects; also o tahle showing the compo-
witioh anid system of the army ond na-
wal services at Dort Avthur, o list of

army and navy officers, with names,
rank and duties of sald ofMcore; o et
of army stenmers, warships ol otle
ships, with the numbors of thely e
spective crews, amd g st of eivitinus,

Avms, Ineluding thosea enrried on the
person:  aamannltion, war materinls,
government bulllings, obiects owned
by the government, horses, warshing
nnd other alifps, clading thele con
tents, excepting private property, shall
be Wrt o thelr present positions, anil
the commtnissioners of the Ru<lan nnd
Japanese armies shull declde upon the
methiod of thelr transferenes,

The dapanese ey, con=idering the
gullant resistanes ofored by the Rus-
Km army a8 being honorghle, will pep-
mit the officers of the Russion army
and navy, a8 woell as officers belonging
thereto, to edrey swords and to take
with them private property divectly
necessnry for the mnintenance of 1ife.
The previously mentloned otfleers, offi
chnds and voluntoers who will slgn a
written parole pledging that they will
not take up arms aml in nowise rike
netion conteary to the interests of the
Jupnnese vy untll the close of the
war will receive the vongent of the Jap-
aAnese army Yo return to thelr country.

Noncomntiisaloned  officers  aml  pri
vates of hoth armwy amd navy and vol
unteers shall wenr thelr uniforms nund,
fnking portable teuts aml necesspry
priviate property and commanded by
thielr respective officers, slinll assenthie
ot such places ag may be lndlcated by
the Japanese nriny.

Genernl Kuvopatkin answered to the
effect that he had his hands full and
wis not able to promise edarly rellef,

It js highly probable that these tid-
Ings hrought to Genernl Btoessel welgl-
ed materlully with bim when he ace-
uuiesced In the wishes of his generals
und surrendered the fortress,

At Tokyo last night the surrender of
Pprt Arthur was celebrated by a lan-
tern procession and a genernl Hlumina-
tion, The Japnnese dlet will formally
express the thanks of the natlon to
General Nogl for his conduet of the
Riege, |

During the sloge 205 per cont of the
garrison was put ont of action, This
remarkable fact woas due th wounded
wen returidng to the front. Cases have
been recorded where men have gone to
hospitals  four times, returning con-
vileacent to the forts.

The number of oMeers killed was
proportionately  greater than In any
battle known In history, This was due
to the frequent lethargie condition of
the men, who, without food and with-
out sleep, moved only when ordered hy
thelr officors
